BY OTHER COUNTRIES. INDICATIONS ARE THAT UNHCR APPEAL WILL 
HAVE NO EFFECT. 

B. THIRD COUNTRY ACTION IS NEGLIGIBLE AND ONLY BECOMES EVIDENT 
WHEN SHIPS OWNED OR REGISTERED BY A THIRD COUNTRY ARE INVOLVED. 
WHEN UNHCR REP SCREENS REFUGEES AND REFERS SOME CASES TO THIRD 
COUNTRIES. ACTION IS USUALLY STYMIED BY THEIR INABILITY TO OFFER 
SUITABLE GUARANTEE TO HOST GOVERNMENT. SINCE SAILING SCHEDULES
